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Continuation of 1 1. Does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Because Cheng reference state the membership 
function of u for "boundary" and "normal tissue" is approximated by Gaussain, and that for "tumor" is approximated by Rayleigh density, 
and then undergoes the stage 2process of "fuzzy reasoning" to further classify. Distance analysis is (column 7, lines 3-28) done when the 
parameter are computed in a volume of 7x7x7 voxel. They are the local intensity mean U, the distance D, also column 7, lines 1-10 
Cheng teaches, it is divided into two stages (steps) of processing. In the first stage, a membership function for fuzzy reasoning is 
determined by pre-classified voxel data (first type). In the second stage every voxel is classified into three types of classes that are 
"tumor", "normal tissue", and "boundary" (column 6, lines 33-40). Further it mentions the voxel in the darker area (first type) has a higher 
degree for "tumor". The voxel in the brighter area (second type) has a higher degree for "normal tissue". Thus Cheng clearly state 
different type of voxel, which satisfied the requirement of claim. 
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
